Resentment 


There is, without question, a 
slow-burning resentment against 
the President’s game of golf. 
Perhaps the psychologists have an 
answer. We all tend to think in 
terms of images. And despite all 
the great number and popularity 
of public golf courses, the aver- 
age man’s image of golf is of 
exclusive country clubs, costly 
manicured courses, where pota- 
toes would be better growing, and 
a lot of grown men beating a 
rubber pellet with chabs. While. 
not many would so admit, the 
is that the average American 
considers golf as a stuffy, pre- 
tentious game and regards adults 
who play it in the same vein. 


Whether this attitude stems 
from the fact the game is an 
imported one, or whether, as is 
more likely, it originally was 
identified in the United States 
with extreme exclusiveness and 
wealth, none may say. But that 
it exists is not to be doubted. 

“Cow pasture pool,” was the 
derisive cry of older generations. 

The late Henry Mencken once 
quoted Samuel Johnson to de- 
scribe golf: 

“Tt is unjust to claim the privl- 
lege of age, and retain the play- 
things of childhood.” 

In the early years of the cen- 
tury comments on golf were often 
radical, as for example: 


“The golf links lie so near the 
mill , 
That almost every day 
The laboring children can look 
out 
And see the men at play.” 


A Badge 


Without much question, golf 
early became a badge of ‘‘class”’ 
... a recreation for the privi- 
leged. The early “links” were as 
closed to the general public as 
Tibet’s capital of Lhasa, or as 
Mecca to the unbeliever. 


But after a few years the ex- 
ample of the British professionals 
began to take hold. Amateur and 
professional tournaments were fol- 
lowed by open tournaments. 


The public courses appeared. 
In the 1920s Rebert T. Jones, by 
dominating the professionals and 
in 1930 winning all four major 
tournaments, brought the game 
to a great peak of popularity. 

A bag of golf clubs became al- 
most as much a mark of the pro- 
letariat as a fishing pole. But it 
was “almost.” Every city, no 
matter how small, feverishly built 
its country club and at least 
nine holes of golf. Golf scores 
were discussed in the’ poolroom 
and at the soda fountain. 

But there also developed an- 
other phrase, and the connota- 
tions of it were not all polite— 
“The country club set.”

No Peril from Cosmic Rays, Meteors

PASADENA, Calif., Feb. 3 
Initial indications from the United 
States’ Explorer satellite are that 
neither cosmic rays nor meteori- 
tic particles pose a problem to 
travel in the nearer reaches of 
space. 

This was reported today by 
scientists at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. 


They said the Explorer’ s radioed | 


ned range of zero to 50 degrees. 

The space through which the 
satellite is moving has no tem- 
perature in the usual sense, be- 
cause heat is molecular motion 
and there are virtually no mole- 
cules in the near-vacuum. But the 
temperature of the surface of the 
satellite as it moves from full ex- 
posure to the sun into the earth’s 
shadow spans a potential range 
of 300 degrees centigrade to 100 
degrees below zero. This was off-

aluminum oxide to moderate the 
obsorption of solar heat. 

The scientists said that at the 
lowest point of the Explorer's 
orbit there were about 15,000,000- 
000 molecules of atmosphere per 
cubic centimeter. This is closer to 
an absolute vacuum than scien- 
tists can achieve on earth. 

Nevertheless, it is the ctimula- 
tive impact of these few mole- 
cules that will in time slow the 
satellite down until it drops out 
of orbit. The time is now pro- 
jected at about 10 years.

Florida’s Governor 
Takes Sane Stand 


WASHINGTON—It is welcome and reward- 
Ing to see an independent-thinking, authentic 
Southern political leader like Gov. Leroy Collins 


of Florida deliver a major address on controversial issues which so 
clearly deserves a national audience and will, I believe, receive na- 


tional attention. 

Gov. Collins gave exactly that 
kind of speech in the policital set- 
ting of a Jefferson-Jackson Day 
Democratic dinner in Raleigh, 
N.C., Saturday night. 

The mood of his speech was 
caught up in his early words: “I 
have not come here to say what 
will please white or colored, the 
North or the South, my people 
at home or you in North Carolina.” 


Gov. Collins had come to speak 
candidly and concretely on con- 
tentious matters. 


It is not possible to summarize 
6,000 words in 600, but it seems 
to me it would be profitable for 


to move at its own initiative. He 
Says: 

“The inevitable tide of human 
progress moves against racial 
discrimination. Universal broth- 
erhood must be our goal. 

States’ Rights — He would like 
to see some movement of politi- 
cal power away from the federal 
government and into state gov- 
ernments. He'd like to see more 
services to the people performed 
by government Closest to the peo- 
ple, the states. 

But he warns that too many 
champion states’ rights not in or- 
der to use these rights but in or- 
der to keep the federal govern- 
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Gov. Griffin does not want the county 
unit system, which gives three or four 
hundred voters a third as much voting 
strength as one hundred thousand and 
more, “monkeyed with.” The larger coun- 
ties will not be granted increased repre- 
sentation on the basis of population. 

This is quite understandable. Anyone 
hesitates to monkey with the force which 
created him and makes him possible. 

So we will go right along. Most of 
Georgia’s people live in a half dozen of 
the 159 counties. But their representation 
relatively is nil. 

The situation is so unjust, so clearly 
against the democratic theory of repre- 
sentation that in time the people will re- 
bel. 

But it still is quite understandable, 
and revealing, when a governor expresses 
such fear and unwillingness to put trust in 
the democratic processes and the right of 
every citizen to have his vote be worth 
as much as that of any other citizen.

Don’t Alter | 
Unit System, 
Griffin Says 


Gov. Griffin turned thumbs 
down Monday on a proposal to 
revise Georgia’s county unit sys- 
tem to give urban areas more vot- 
ing strength in state elections. 

“I don’t want the county unit 
system monkeyed with,” he told 
his press conference. 

The DeKalb delegation is pre- 
paring to introduce a bill to in- 
crease the number of unit votes 
to be distributed to larger coun- 
ties on a basis of population. The 
bill would not take away any 
county’s present unit vote 
strength or tamper with the legis- 
lative apportionment. 

Griffin pointed out that he had 
run in 1954 on a platform pledged 


to preservation of the unit system. 
He said that “‘there is a good 
balance between agriculture and 
industry” and that the more 
populous counties ‘“‘are getting 
adequate representation.” 


Bill Would Keep 
GI Home Loans 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (UP)— 
Rep. William H. Ayres (R-Ohio) 
introduced today legislation to 
continue the expiring GI home 
loan program a year and to free 
interest rates from government 
control. 


He said mortgage money for 
the program has dried up be- 
cause of the 4% per cent limit 
on interest now in effect. He 
said his plan would produce 
plenty of money and at the same 
time give veterans an edge over 
non-vets on both interest rates 
and down payments.

At the same time, the Fulton 
delegation offered three new bills, 
and four Cobb County measures 
already approved in the Heuse 
were passed in the Senate and 
are now ready to be signed into 
law. 

Mackay said the DeKalb dele- 
gation still has under considera- 
tion bills to place Board of Edu- 
cation non-instructional employes 
under pension benefits, provide a 
referendum for Sexton Woods sub- 
division residents who want to be 
annexed to Chamblee, equalize 
county officers’ salaries, extend 
the limits of Doraville and Stone 
Mountain and amend the county 
Civil Court set-up. 


JUDGE SALARY 


The Fulton bills included one to 
raise the salaries of the Atlanta 
Traffic Court judge and solicitor. 
Judge Charlie Murphy would be 
raised from $10,000 to $12,000 and 
Sol. T. C. Little would be raised 
to $11,500. Little now makes $8,- 
000 a year. 

Delegation members empha- 
sized that the traffic court bill 
was requested by Mayor Harts- 
field and other Atlanta officials. 

The bill also authorizes the ap- 
pointment of judges and solicitors 
pro tem in the absence of the reg- 
ular judge and solicitor. 

The other two Fulton bills were 
ones to allow city employes to get 
refunds of pension payments they 
make on fractions of years which 
they later are barred from getting 
credit for. 


COBB BILLS 


The four Cobb County bills now 
ready for Gov. Griffin’s signature 
include ones to raise the solicitor 
general’s salary, create a county 
recreational authority, give the 
sheriff one-third of proceeds from 
sales of confiscated contraband 
and increase the maximum pay 
of deputy sheriffs. 

One Atlanta bill passed the 
House and was sent to the Sen- 
ate. It was @& measure to author- 
'ize the city to assess property 
‘owners for paving non-arterial 
streets. It will replace a measure 
which was ruled unconstitutional 
last month by the Georgia Su- 
preme Court. 

Meanwhile, a meeting has _ten- 
tatively been _ scheduled for 
Wednesday between Clayton Coun- 
ty legislators and Atlanta officials 
to discuss whether Atlanta will 
continue to pay education costs of 
children living on tax-free Mu- 
nicipal Airport property in Clay- 
ton. 

The city, after a bitter dispute 
with Clayton Reps. Edgar Blalock 
and William J. (Bill) Lee over the 
matter last year, paid $16,900 in 
per-pupil costs for children living 
on the property and as rent on 
city-owned houses in Clayton. 

Both sides are hopeful of an 
agreement that will avoid a con- 
flict like that which arose last 


year.

The committee, in recommend- 
ing that development be placed 
under an authority, did not spell 
out details. 


Rep. James A. Mackay of De- 
Kalb urged a general recommen- 
dation of the plan, with details 
to be worked out later. 

Hawkins said he was not sure 
what was in the authority bill he 
will introduce Tuesday. Commit- 
tee Chairman Peyton S. Hawes of 
Elberton suggested a constitution- 
al board similar to the present 
Jekyll Island Authority, with the 
possible addition of businessmen.

Cravey Urges

Insurance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey Monday asked for a legis- 
lative study committee to investi- 
gate rising insurance rates.

In his letter to Speaker Moate, 
Cravey wrote: “I think it is im- 
perative that the public be in- 
formed of this situation, general 
throughout the United States, and 
I feel such a committee would 
accomplish that service.’

Atlanta aldermen Monday asked 
Fulton and DeKalb delegations 
in the legislature not to approve 
any legislation affecting Atlanta 
until the city government gives 
its expression on such measures. 

The action was accompanied by 
a report from Ald. James E. Jack- 
son, chairman of a special alder- 
mani¢ committee seeking new 
revenue sources.

help me eat. I had one neighbor who wouldn’t accept a fish unless 
it was dressed and ready for the frying pan, so I did his cleaning 


along the Georgia coast. There’s no question about the need for 
that. A few of our coastal creeks and rivers are so diseased that 
I'm almost afraid to ride across them in a boat, for fear of catch- 
ing something. I don’t know where man gets the idea that when 
he dumps filth and waste into water, it simply vanishes and the 
water remains as pure as ever. Some of our finest potential oyster 
beds are so polluted by city and industrial waste that eating an 
oyster from one of them would be as lethal as swallowing a hand- 
ful of mixed disease germs. They’ve been closed for years by the 
Department of Public Health, and patrolled regularly by Game 
and Fish Commission boats. To allow those areas to continue as 


today in those same spots.

Toynbee and Wife Concerned 
About U.S. Space ‘Football Game’ 


Last weekend Atlantans caught a bright glimpse of the warm, penetrating 
philosophy that has lifted British historian Arnold Toynbee to world acclaim. 
Speaking at Agnes Scott, the spare, glowing-faced scholar discussed his creed: 


“The Proper Study of Mankind Is Man.” 
orbiting, the white-haired profes 


not at ourselves.” 

The author paid his first visit 
to Atlanta in 26 years. He was 
accompanied by his second 
wife, whom he married in 1946. 

For many years the Toyn- 
bees have been professional col- 
leagues at the Royal Institute 
for International Affairs in Lon- 
don, which the professor di- 
rected until his retirement. 

From 1924 to 1939, and again 
after World War II, the schol- 
ars worked together on current 
histories of international af- 
fairs. They now are preparing 
to revise the professor's 10- 
volume epoch; “A Study of 
History.” 

In advocating the study of 
ourselves; Prof. Toynbee was 

describing his own approach to 
history. The author of “‘An His- 
torian’s Approach to Religion” 
made this statement, “‘We gain 
personal insight through all 
knowledge and behavior, but 
fundamentally through reli- 
gion.” 

WOULD SHOCK SOME 

But his opinions about reli- 
gion would shock some ortho- 
dox practitioners, for Prof. 
Toynbee regards all worship as 
an aim toward God. 

The professor, who was 
reared in the Episcopalian tra- 
dition, once was asked about 
his personal belief. He replied 
that he would have difficulty 
in making a choice between 
Christianity and Buddhism. 
*‘You see,”” he explained, “‘each 
has a part of the way to live 
and a part of the truth, but 
neither has the whole of it.’ 

The Toynbees laughed to- 


gether about the professor's 


outspoken beliefs as he com- 
ménted, “The only matters 
worth talking about are contro- 
versial.”’

NEW YORK, Feb. 3 (#—Launching of the Ameri- 
can space satellite spurred the stock market to a good 
advance today. Aircrafts and missile stocks led the rise, 
which saw key stocks gain from fractions to well over 
a point for some. 


The quoted 


listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change rose an estimated $1,400,- 
000,000 (B), based on the gain in 
the Associated Press average. 
Stocks advanced at the opening 
in a strong wave of buying which 
put the ticker tape behind for 
three minutes. Then trading mod- 
erated and opening prices were 
shaded. 
The remainder of the session 
was rather quiet as the best gains 
melted away and the list re- 
mained barely ahead. When it was 
apparent the market was not 
yielding ground easily, buyers re- 
turned in the final hour and prices 
went to their best of the day in 
brisk turnover. 

Analysts said that the ability 
of the market to hold after the 
initial rise instead of sliding ab- 
ruptly as it has done on some 
recent occasions was encouraging 
to traders, who saw it as a sign 
of fundamental strength. 
Corporate bonds were generally 
lower in moderate trading. 
U.S. government bonds were 
easy in fairly brisk dealings over 
the counter.

It is not always easy to place 
one’s self in the position of the 
person who has been called upon 
to make a quick decision under 
fire. The reader with all hands in 
view is not so much inclined to 
applaud the schemer as he is to 
look upon the victim as a “sap.” 
Take the case of West in today’s 
hand for example. 

His strategy throughout the auc- 
tion was unimpeachable. With 
two bidding opponents and a pass- 
ing partner, the odds against his 
side being able to bid and make a 
game were considerable, but the 
outlook for a profit by way of a 
penalty was bright indeed. 

The bidding developed in a 
manner far beyond West’s wild- 
est dreams, and the double of 
four spades was made with vi- 
sions of a comfortable old age. 
One false step, however, deprived 
him of the fruits of his well laid 
plot. 


The king of diamonds was 
opened and won by the ace. A 
low diamond was ruffed by de- 
clarer, who was persuaded that 
West held two trump tricks as 
well as the ace of clubs, and saw 
a chance to make the hand if he 
could induce the doubler to pass 
one lead of trumps.
